I. When the flag becomes soiled it m ty be laundered with pro¬ 
priety. This is best done in one’s own home. 

The flag should be always regarded and handled with reverential 
respect and never placed in any position or condition or used for any 
purpose which will in any way detract from its dignity. If each of us 
remembers that it stands for the loftiest ideals and realities at present 
known to man. that it connotes a history Uie most splendid and 
spotless ever achieved on the earth, and that it stands as the greatest 
existing guarantee of human happiness for thefuture—if each of us 
remembers these tilings then acts as he feels, ujl rules will be needless.

■indium Paint Inventor Is Slowly , 
Dying; Of Poison 

The New York Times says that Dr.; 
R A. Von Soschocky, Inventor of the 
radium paint which is said to huvo 
doomed five New' Jersey women to n 
slow death, is a victim of his own in¬ 
vention. The paper says that, al¬ 
though the doctor was reticent ,to 
talk about himself, marks of tne in¬ 
roads of illness were plainly evident. 
His front teeth are gone and his fin¬ 
gers up to the second knuckle are 
black, the result of radium necrosis. | 

The doctor has frequently risked 
his life in recent years to treat friends 
with radium. 

Dr. Von Soschocky brought to 
this country with him several years 
ago tha formula for the radium paint. 
He became an official of the U.S. Ra¬ 
dium Corporation in whose plant the 
five New' Jersey women are said to 
have acquired the radium poison. 

They recently made a settlement 
with the company for $10,000 each, 
a life-time annuity of $600 each and 
insurance for their relatives when 
they die. 


New laboratory un«l Greenhouse To 
He Erected This Year 

Increased accommodation is being 
provided this year in the department 
of field crops at the University of Al¬ 
berta by the erection of a new labora¬ 
tory and greenhouse for the study of 
plant pathology and plant breeding. 
This additional space will make possi¬ 
ble the carrying out of u co-operative 
attack by the university, the federal 
department of agriculture, and the 
national research council on the prob¬ 
lem of root-rot diseases. 

Dr. A. W. Henry, formerly of the 
University of Minnesota, on his return 
from Europe last fall, joined the staff 
of the department of field crops and 
will lead the plant pathological work 
at Dip university, rir G. u, Co.»>fo»d, 
of the federal division of botany, will 
huvo charge of the Dominion labora¬ 
tory of piunt pathology, and Dr. O. S. 
Aamodt, of the University of Minne¬ 
sota, has been appointed to take 
charge of the work in cereal breeding. 
Dr. Aamodt will spend the summer in 
Europe, mainly at Cambridge nnd 
Svalof, and will take up his work at 
the university in the fall. Professor 
J. R. Fiyer will continue in charge of 
forage crop breeding. Disease resist¬ 
ance is one of the main qualities be¬ 
ing sought in the plant breeding 
work.

Dominion Department Of Agrlctilluro 
„ Opens Station Near ManyBerrles, 
Alberta 

A Dominion Itnnge Experiment 
Station comprising about 15,000 acres 
has been started under the direction 
of the J>ominion Department of Agri¬ 
culture Experimental Farms Branch 
The station is located In the vicinity 
of Many berries. Alberta, about 45 
miles south of Medicine Hat. 

The opening of this station marks 
the commencing of a new phase of 
agricultural research which is under 
the direction of the Forage Plant 
and Field Husbandry Divisions of 
the Experimental Farms. 

Tiic object of the research work 
is to attempt to solve many of the 
problems confronting the rancher, 
who finds the ranges are not capable 
of carrying the same number of 
stock as formally. Forty-two projects 
will bo started as quickly as circum¬ 
stances permit. 

The economic value of such work 
will not be immediately apparent, but 
if ways and means are ascertained of 
Improving the quality of the range 
pastures, more animals will be able 
to be carried to the acre, and the out¬ 
put of meat, hides and wool will be 
improved.

The IIud- 
son’s Huy Company holds 7,020.800 1 
acres, the railways have 31,78*',055 ,' 
lor school land endowment purposes 
there Is a reserve of 9.342,700 acres, 
and now under grazing lease there 
nro 25,709,000 acres, practically all of 
which represents farm lands. 

Of the above total, aggregating 
00,000,000 acres, a large proportion 
is at present rather remote from rail¬ 
way and transportation facilities, and 
much of it is in the dry belt or other¬ 
wise not suitable for immediate farm¬ 
ing operations. The exact extent of 
the land suitable for farming pur¬ 
poses is not known although the 
topographical survey branch of the 
department of the Interior has done 
a good deal of work In the direction 
of soil survey in recent years and has 
plans made for continuing the work 
over the next few years. 

There is another factor contribut¬ 
ing to the area of lands available In 
the three prairie provinces, of which 
Manitoba has 2,100,000 acres, Sas¬ 
katchewan, 7,500,000 and Alberta, 8,- 
500,000. 

In British Columbia it is estimated 
there is a total of approximately 18,- 
400,000 acres of such land available 
as well, that Is the land held by pri¬ 
vate owners for purely speculative 
purposes. It is estimated that for 
larui settlement in the western pro¬ 
vinces and in the old provinces that 

there are in the neighborhood of 4.- 
000,000 acres of good Tann land nvnli¬ 
able for settlement along what Is 
known as the railway bolt and in the 
Peace River District. 

There is tlierefore approximately 
119,067,000 acres of land available for 
farm settlement In Canada west of 
Ontario.

The Granting Of Credit 


Bunking Facilities Available To 1 
Farmers Have Greatly 
Improved 

Credit used to be extended for the 
most part only to governments and 
rulers and potentates. With the 
growth of commerce came commer¬ 
cial borrowing. But the granting of t 
banking credit to individuals not en¬ 
gaged in commerce only recently be¬ 
came an Important factor in this 
country. 

To buy on the installment plan 
meant the granting of credit on a 
scale never before known. This cre¬ 
dit was extended by the seller, but 
the installment seller usually turned 
to some financial institution to share 
the burden. 

Meanwhile machinery lias been or¬ 
ganized in most parts of the country 
to enable farmers to borrow cn rea¬ 
sonable terms.

The remaining: supply of poisonous 
phosgene gas stored in the Stolzen- 
burg chemical factory at Hamburg, 
was destroyed by throwing it into 
the sen.

'Hie gas-hlled torpedoes were 
then shot into the sea. This work re¬ 
quired two or three days to complete.

Consumption Of Meat In Canada

Figures Go To Prove That Pork 1* 
the Favorite Meat 

Pork ts the favorite meat of Cana¬ 
dians, according: to a recent compila¬ 
tion on the meat and poultry con¬ 
sumption of the people of the Domin¬ 
ion made by the Canadian Govern¬ 
ment Bureau Of Statistics. The daily 
consumption of meat and poultry in 
Canada is about 7 1-5 ounces for 

every man, woman, and child. This 
means an annual consumption of 
775,150,815 pounds of |>ork; 651,543,- 
623 pounds of beef; 58,191,717 pounds 
of mutton and lamb; 63,335.591 
pounds fowl and chickens; 14,138,558 
pounds turkey; 4,886.890 pounds 
duck; and 9,863,980 pounds geese. In 
addition there is an annual per capita 
consumption of 29.67 dozen eggs, of 
a total of 282,405,692 dozens. Can¬ 
ada's egg bill alone is valued at over 
$113,000,000 annually. The per c apita 
annual purchase of meats is 81.43 
pounds of pork; 68.76 pounds of beef; 
9.09 pounds of poultry; and 6.11 
pounds mutton and lamb. This 
represents half a heavy hog. a smalt 
hind quarter of beef, two chickens 
and a loin of lamb for every member 
of every household in Canada, an ex¬ 
pediting at average prices of the dif¬ 
ferent commodities of $43.09 per per¬ 
son, per year. For the whole of Can¬ 
ada this would amount to approxi¬ 
mately $410,173,710 exclusive of the 
$113,000,000 egg bill.

Wrnt Annual “Farm Women's Week"

Saskatoon. Close to 150 delegates 
attended the first annual “Farm Wo¬ 
men’s Week,” at the University of 
Saskatchewan. The conference, ar¬ 
ranged by the United Farmers of 
Canada, Saskatchewan section, in co¬ 
operation with the University of Sas¬ 
katchewan, was u most successful 
venture, and is the first of its kind 
held in the province and, so far as 
is known, in Canada.

Some discussion took place in the 
House at Ottawa, and criticism offer¬ 
ed over the cancellation of federal 
giants, under the department, to 
class ”B” fairs. Hon. W. R. Mother- 
well, minister of agriculture, explain¬ 
ed that grants had been made to class 
*‘B” fairs during the wnr ns a war 
measure. This aid had been discon¬ 
tinued, as they were not entitled to 
federal aid. TTiey should get aid from 
the provinces. During the past few 
years, Mr. Motherwell said, he had 
noticed several provincial govern¬ 
ments had Increased their grants to 
class "B’’ fairs in anticipation of can¬ 
cellation of aid by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

"Class "A” fairs were receiving 
federal aid, and while only $50,000 
was granted as federal aid before the 
war, the amount now totalled $285,- 
000 annually* 

A large number of the members 
took part in the discussion, several 
of them expressing their opinion that 
the smaller fairs did as much, if not 
more, for agriculture generally than 
the big ones.
